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Ya’alon: 
Mistakes 
have  caused 
casualties 
in  the  past

SUNDAY'S  fatal  attack  in  Leba- 
non  was  not  the  first  time  the  IDF ' 
has  suffered  casualties  because  of 
its  mistakes,  OC  Intelligence 
Maj.-Gen.  Mo&he  Ya’alon  re- 
portedly told  the  Knesset  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Defense  Committee 
yesterday. 

While  refraining  from  describ- 
ing the  two  recent  attacks  as 
“fouFtqif”  - as  did  most  of  the 
MKs  present  - Ya’alon  said  there 
appears  to  have  been  ‘'some  devi- 
ation from'  accepted  operating 
procedures  or  orders.”  He  em- 
phasized, however,  tbai_fbe  in- 
vestigation into  the  incidents  has' 
not  yet  been  concluded. 

Ya’alon  said  Hizbullah  has 
good  mtdfigence  on  IDF  . proce- 
dures, and  the  attack  took  place  8 
km.  within  the  security  zone. 

Among  the  many  questions 
raised  were  why  last  Thursday's 
convoy  had  been  postponed  from 
daylight  until  after  dark  and  why 
die  four  vehicles  were  traveling 
so  dose  together  that  three  of 
them  were  hit  in  the  same 
explosion. 

In  Sunday’s  incident,  it  is  not 
dear  why  the  armored  personnel 
carrier  left  the  asphalt  road  and 
traveled  on  the  dirt  track  in  viola- 
tion of  standard  procedures,  nor 
what  the  purpose  of  the  journey 
was,  dot  whether  it  was  necessary 
for  the  soldiers  to  travel  in  an 
APG 

Tim  question  of  who  autho- 
rized both  trips  under  these  cir- 
cumstances also  remains  open. 

Hizbullah  operates  according 
to  Iranian  concepts,  first  an  IDF 
withdrawal  from  southern  Leba- 
non, “then  Jerusalem,”  Ya’alon 
said.  Although  it  is  Iranian  mon- 
ey and  training  winch  keeps  Hiz- 
bullah going,  it  could  not  operate 
without  Syrian  approval  and  sup- 
port, he  said,  noting  that  the  Syri- 
ans are  interested  in  exerting 
pressure  oh  Israel  through  its  at- 
tacks. The  Syrians  do  not  neces- 
sarily know  of  each  specific  Hiz- 
bullah action,  be  said. 

While  Likud  MK  Arid  Sharon 
<fid  sot  demand  another  incursion 
like  199Ts  Operation  Aocount- 
abffity,  he  stressed  the  need  for 
action  beyond  the  security  zone. 

“I  won't  say  what  exact  action 
needs,  to  be  taken,  but  we  must 
shake  ther  terrorists  out  of  their 
state  of.  equilibrium  and  the 
peace  in  which  they  live  between 
attacks.'”  Sharon  said.

Rabin  warns

Six  Golani  soldiers  laid  to  rest 


THE  six  soldiers  killed  in  Sunday's  attack  in 
Lebanon  were  laid  to  rest  yesterday. 

Capt.  Yossi  Ohara,  24,  of  Ashdod,  was 
buried  there  yesterday  in  what  townspeople 
said  was  one  of  the  stormiest  funerals  in  years. 
His  father,  Asher,  said  as  he  stood  over  the 
grave:  “Instead  of  you  burying  me.  I'm  bury- 
ing you  today.” 

OC  Northern  Command  Maj.-Gen. 
Amiram  Levine  said  at  the  funeral:  “You 
were  a model  soldier,  loved  by  your  soldiers, 
with  true  operational  and  leadership  skills. 
You  never  went  to  sleep  before  making  sure 
your  soldiers  were  sleeping  and  out  of  danger. 
You  foil  in  a battle  with  murderers,  on  your 
’way  to  fulfill  a mission  and capture  the  enemy 
gaajpirho  attacked- your  comrades.” 

SL-Sgt.  Guy  Hadad,  21,  of  Moshav  Yishi, 
was  buried  id  the  Beit  Shemesh  military  cem- 
etery. Among  thOSe  attending  the  funeral  was 
Agriculture  Minister  Ya'aoov  Tsur,  who  said 
the  cabinet  had  earlier  discussed  ways  of  re- 
ducing the  number  of  IDF  casualties  in  south- 
ern Lebanon.  He  added  that  the  people  know 
that  the  Golani  Brigade  is  “the  security  belt 
around  the  northern  settlements,  and  called 
on  Golani  soldiers  not  to  be  ashamed  to  ay, 
because  the  Israeli  people  are  proud  of 
them. 

St. -Sgt.  Eyal  Dror,  21,  of  Moshav  Meona, 
was  buried  in  Nahariya.  Deputy  Education 
Minister  Mkha  Goldman  said  at  the  funeral: 
“The  EDF  will  respond  in  its  way  wherever 
necessary,  and  will  leave  nothing  remaining  of 
those  who  are  trying  to  interfere  with  the  lives 
of  the  residents  of  the  North. 

St.-SgL  Eyal  Sameah,  21,  of  Ramat  Gan, 
was  buried  in  the  military  section  of  Kiryat 
Shanl  cemetery.  According  to  Yediot  Ahar-

onou  he  had  a premonition  of  his  death  and 
told  his  mother  on  the  phone  be  thought  he 
was  about  to  die.  His  battalion  commander 
said  at  his  funeral:  “In  Golani,  we  are  all 
brothers  and  you  will  stay  one  of  us  forever.” 

Sgt  Yair  Barak,  20,  from  Petah  Tikva.  was 
buried  in  the  town’s  Segula  cemetery  in  a 
funeral  attended  by  army  comrades  and  class- 
mates from  the  Shavei  Hebron  yeshiva.  His 
father,  Naftali,  praised  his  son’s  decision  to 
leave  the  yeshiva  and  volunteer  for  Golani. 

“You  chose  to  go  and  serve  frill  army  ser- 
vice in  Golani  out  of  a desire  to  be  with  your 
people,  and  to  be  a fighter  in  an  elite  unit. 
You  chose  to  go  to  Lebanon  because  there  the 
full  expression  of  your  professionalism  as  a 
soldier  could  be  expressed.  We  know  it  wasn't 
easy  for  you,  but  we  supported  you  and  came 
you  a feeling  that  we  were  proud  of  yon  and 
the  path  you  chose.” 

Sgt.  Yotam  Inbar,  20,  of  Neveh  Ephraim, 
was  laid  to  rest  in  the  mOitary  section  of  the 
Kiryat  Shaul  cemetery  in  Tel  Aviv.  Among 
those  participating  in  the  funeral  was  Uriel 
Sbauli,  father  of  Sgt.  Yotam  Shauli,  a Golani 
soldier  killed  in  southern  Lebanon  when  a 
boobytrapped  canteen  exploded  there  some 
eight  months  ago.  Shauli  did  not  know  the 
Inbar  family,  bat  said:  “The  two  soldiers  were 
both  called  Yotam,  and  both  were  from  Go- 
lam.  I felt  a need  to  be  here  with  Yotam 
lobar’s  parents.” 

Chief  of  Genera]  Staff  Lt-Gen.  Amoon 
Lipkin-Shahak  and  Chief  Ashkenazi  Rabbi 
Yisrael  Lau  yesterday  visited  the  soldiers  be- 
ing treated  in  Haifa’s  Rambam  Hospital  for 
wounds  suffered  in  recent  incidents  in  south 


Lebanon,  including  those  on  Sunday  and  last 
Thursday. 

Deputy  hospital  director  Dr.  Zvi  Ben-lshai 
said  two  of  the  wounded  soldiers  were  re- 
leased yesterday  while  the  remaining  five  are 
showing  signs  of  improvement. 

The  family  and  friends  of  St.-Sgt.  Mottie 
Vaknin,  of  Holon,  the  sole  survivor  from  the 
APC  which  was  hit  on  Sunday,  decided  to  tell 
him  about  the  death  of  his  six  comrades  only 
after  others  returned  from  the  funerals. 

After  being  briefed  by  Prime  Minister  Yitz- 
hak Rabin  on  the  cabinet  meeting.  President 
Ezer  Weizman  drove  to  Moshav  Yishi,  near 
Beit  Shemesh.  where  he  visited  the  family  of 
Guy  Hadad.  From  there,  the  president  and 
his  wife.  Re  am  a,  paid  a condolence  visit  to 
the  family  of  Dror  Baiashi.  Both  were  killed 
in  Thursday’s  attack. 

The  president  plans  to  visit  ail  nine  be- 
reaved families,  as  well  as  the  soldiers  who 
were  wounded  in  Lebanon  during  the  next 
few  days,  his  spokesman  said. 

Meanwhile,  Yad  Labanim  chairman  Yitz- 
hak Ne’eman  complained  that  “it  is  incon- 
ceivable that  names  of  the  fallen  be  published 
before  the  families  are  informed.”  Ne’eman 
was  complaining  about  publication  of  the 
names  in  Ha'aretz  before  approval  was  given 
and  it  was  confirmed  the  soldiers'  parents  had 
been  informed. 

Ne’eman  said  that  the  paper's  claim  that 
the  names  had  been  actually  been  published 
after  the  families  were  informed,  even  if  the 
names  were  primed  beforehand,  was  irrele- 
vant because  it  could  not  always  be  guaran- 
teed that  the  soldiers’  parents  could  be  in- 
formed quickly.

PRIME  Minister  Yitzhak  Ra- 
bin yesterday  warned  Hizbul- 
lah that  Israel  will  “strike  in 
every  place  in  Lebanon,”  if 
necessary,  to  retaliate  for  the 
incidents  Thursday  and  Sun- 
day in  which  nine  Golani  Bri- 
gade soldiers  were  killed. 

Speaking  after  a special 
cabinet  meeting.  Rabin  also 
had  harsh  words  for  Syria. 

“If  Syria  thinks  that  through 
Hizbullah  attacks  in  Lebanon  or 
by  harboring  Hamas  and  Islamic 
Jihad  officials  and  offices  in  Da- 
mascus it  will  exact  a diplomatic 
price  from  Israel,  they  cannot  be 
more  wrong,"  he  told  Israel  Ra- 
dio after  the  meeting. 

Rabin  said  Hizbullah  was  free- 
ly transferring  money,  men,  and 
arms  through  Syrian-controlled 
territory.  “Syria  is  making  a terri- 
ble mistake."  Rabin  said.  “The 
fact  that  Syria  is  behaving  as  it  is 
only  makes  the  negotiations 
more  difficult.” 

In  a statement  issued  after  the 
meeting,  the  cabinet  condemned 
“the  government  of  Syria  which 
could  prevent  the  terrorist  activi- 
ty of  this  organization,  but  does 
not  do  so  and  even  supports  it.” 

At  the  cabinet  meeting,  how- 
ever, neither  Rabin  nor  Chief  of 
General  Staff  Lt.-Gen.  Amnon 
Lipkin-Shahak  indicated  that  the 
DDF  is  planning  a major  opera- 
tion in  southern  Lebanon. 

An  aide  to  Rabin  said  the  cabi- 
net had  not  made  any  operational 
decisions,  but  only  reaffirmed 
current  policy  and  gave  the  army 
"freedom  of  action.” 

The  cabinet,  the  aide  said,  did 
not  ease  restrictions  requiring 
ministerial  approval  for  military 
operations  that  go  beyond  certain 
geographic  and  military 
parameters. 

Rabin  noted  that  the  recent  at- 
tacks did  not  violate  the  1993  US- 
brokered  understanding,  which 
followed  Operation  Accountabil- 
ity, by  which  Hizbullah  agreed 
not  to  fire  Katyushas  into  north- 
ern Israel  in  return  for  Israel  re- 
fraining from  hitting  civilian  tar- 
gets north  of  the  security  zone. 

“Since  this  July,  during  all 
these  months,  no  Katyushas  have 
hit  the  Galilee,"  Rabin  said. 
“The  fact  is  that  during  this  peri- 
od, the  understandings  were  ob- 


served by  both  sides.” 

Later  in  the  day,  Rabin  said 
that  even  the  unhappy  situation 
caused  by  the  death  of  the  sol- 
diers must  be  considered  within 
the  context  of  Israel's  primary 
goal,  peace  for  Galilee,  and  its 
secondary  goal  of  cooperation 
with  the  residents  of  southern 
Lebanon  and  the  South  Lebanon 
Army,  under  the  leadership  of 
Gen.  Antoine  Lahad. 

Rabin  noted  that  650  IDF  sol- 
diers bad  died  in  three  years  of 
fighting  during  the  1982  invasion 
of  Lebanon,  in  which  the  govern- 
ment in  power  at  that  time  had 
believed  it  was  eradicating  terror. 
In  fact,  he  said,  it  bad  only  suc- 
ceeded in  eliminating  Palestinian 
terrorism  from  Lebanon,  but  had 
gotten  a far  worse  form  of  tenor 
- that  of  the  Hizbullah  and  the 
Islamic  Jihad.  These  extremist  Is- 
lamic groups  are  trying  to  get  Is- 
rael to  accept  terms  to  which  it 
will  never  agree,  he  said. 

While  the  death  of  the  soldiers 
was  very  sad.  Rabin  said,  the 
main  thing  is  that  settlements  and 
towns  along  the  Lebanese  border 
are  living  in  peace.  Throughout 
the  holiday  period,  thousands  of 
Israelis  had  enjoyed  themselves 
in  the  North  without  fear,  he 
said. 

In  Lebanon,  all  sides  remained 
on  full  alert.  Reports  said  the 
Lebanese  army  had  canceled  all 
leaves,  and  its  55,000  troops  had 
been  ordered  to  remain  on  duty 
in  case  of  an  IDF  retaliation. 

Hizbullah,  too.  was  said  to 
have  instructed  its  fighters  to  be 
ready  for  any  eventuality. 

The  Lebanese  media  also  said 
IDF  reinforcements  were  pour- 
ing into  the  security  zone.  Never- 
theless, there  was  no  confirma- 
tion of  the  reported  IDF  build-up 
from  any  independent  source. 

On  the  contrary,  UNIFIL 
spokesman  Timur  Gokse!  said 
members  of  the  international 
peacekeeping  force  had  seen  “no 
unusual  activity  of  any  kind.” 

He  noted  that  because  of  the 
tense  atmosphere,  UN  observers 
are  monitoring  the  situation 
more  closely  than  usual. 

In  fact,  it  was  one  of  the  quiet- 
est days  in  south  Lebanon  for 
several  weeks.  Only  three  inci- 
dents were  reported.

The  Israeli  delegation  is  led  by 
Defense  Ministry  Director-Gen- 
eral David  Ivry,  OC  Planning 
Branch  Maj.-Gen.  Uzi  Dayan, 
and  David  Shoval,  head  of  the 
Defense  Ministry’s  export  and  in- 
ternational assistance  depart- 
ment (SIBAT).  ... 

The  tallfs  will  be  held  in  two 
different  groups.  One  will  deal 
with  the  US’s  SI  .8  bilKon  annual 
military  grant  to  Israel  and  the 
second  wifi  discuss  strategic  co- 
operation on  a wide  array  of  se- 
curity-related issues. 

Ivry,  who  in  May  secured  fur- 
ther US  funding  (estimated  at  ap- 
proximately $40  million  a year) 
for  the  Arrow  anti-missile  nussfle 
program  will  update  the  Ameri- 
cans on  the  development  stage  of 
the  Arrow-2. 

Another  issue  will  be  Israel  s 
request  to  be  allowed  to  partici- 
pate in  US  tdbders  for  satellite 
launch ers.  Israel  Aircraft  Indus- 
tries, together  with  the  US  com- 
pany TRW,  wants  to  market  the 
Shavit  latmcfter-misrile , used  for 
the  launching  of  the  Ofek-3  sateL 
lite.  Earlier  this  year;  President 
Bill  Clinton  assured  Prime  Minis- 
ter Yitzhak  Rabin  that  Israeli 
firms  will  be  allowed  to  compete 
in  civilian  launcher  tenders,  but 
IATs  proposal  has  since  encoun- 
tered difficulties. 


29  commuters  wounded  in  Paris  train  bombing  Israeli 

policeman 
fatally  shot 
in  Kalkilya

PARIS-  A bomb  tore  through  an 
underground  commuter  train  as  it 
sped  through  central  Paris  during 
yesterday’s  morning  rush  hour,  in- 
juring 29  people  in  what  appeared 
to  be  the  latest  in  a wave  of  attacks 
by  Algerian  Islamic  extremists. 

Commuters  said  the  darkened 
tunnel  filled  with  smoke  and  cries 
for  help  from  the  injured  sprawled 
on  the  trades  after  the  bomb 
ripped  out  the  wall  of  the  silver 
train  car.  A doctor  said  the  blast 
severed  feet  off  some  victims. 

five  of  the  29  were  seriously 
wounded  including  two  who  had  a 
foot  or  leg  blown  off  and  suffered 
severe  bums  and  lung  damage,  a 
spokesman  for  the  emergency 
medical  unit  said. 

One  victim's  leg  was  amputated 
in  the  gloomy  rail  tunnel  by  emer- 
gency workers.  Others  were  treat- 
ed at  makeshift  hospitals  set  up  cm 
tire  train  platform  and  the  nearby 
Orsay  Museum,  whose  Impres- 
sionist paintings  are  among  Paris's 
biggest  tourist  draws. 

The  bomb  went  off  at  7:05  a.m. 
in  the  second  carriage  of  a train 
going  60  kph  in  a tunnel  between 
the  Orsay  Museum  and  Saint-Mi- 
cbel  stations  on  the  RER  regional 
express  network. 

The  explosion,  from  a gas  canis- 
ter loaded  with  hex  nuts,  was 
among  at  least  eight  bombings  or 
attempted  bombings  since  July. 
That  type  of  bomb  was  considered 
a trademark  of  Algerian  militants 
opposed  to  France's  support  of  the 
military-installed  government  in 
Algiers.  The  militants  have 
dauued  previous  bombings. 

Emergency  workers  and  passen- 
gers said  some  riders  panicked  as 
rhnlcrng  smoke  swept  through  the 
train.  “There  was  smoke  all 
around,  there  were  cries,”  said 
one  trembling  passenger.  “Then 
we  could  hear  one  of  the  wounded

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A COALITION  of  right-wing 
groups  yesterday  issued  a call  to 
boycott  the  upcoming  national 
census  as  an  anti-government 
protest. 

“Don’t  fill  out  the  question- 
naire until  a government  is  elect- 
ed that  rules  without  PLO  votes 
in  the  Knesset,"  read  a letter  sent 
out  by  the  groups. 

“Remember,  the  future  of  our 
people  in  our  land  is  not  over,  as 
long  as  the  people  have  not 
signed.”

An  experimental  project  for  using  domestic  and  industrial 
sewage  to  produce  electricity  is  to  be  established  in  Ramat 
Yishai,  with  the  aid  of  funds  from  the  European  Union.

Peace  Watch:  Donors 
forgo  demands  on  PA 


THE  demands  placed  upon  the 
Palestinian  Authority  as  a condi- 
tion for  receiving  aid  from  inter- 
national donors  have  been  erod- 
ed or  abandoned  in  recent 
months.  Peace  Watch  said  in  a 
report  released  yesterday,  on  the 
eve  of  tile  two-day  Paris  donors 
conference  that  begins  today. 

The  donors  are  meeting  to  dis- 
cuss the  fixture  of  financial  aid  to 
the  PA  following  the  extension  of 
autonomy  to  the  West  -Bank.

JEWISH  leaders  yesterday  re- 
jected Louis  Farrakhan’s  call  for 
a meeting  to  work  out  differences 
as  a publicity  stunt  tried  before 
by  the  Nation  of  Islam  leader, 
whose  rhetoric  they  denounce  as 
antisemitic. 

“A  man  who  still  promotes  rac-

Committee,  said  on  a morning 
television  show. 

“Mr.  Farrakban  is  not  the  only 
channel  of  communication  be- 
tween blacks  and  Jews,”  be  add- 
ed, noting  that  organizations 
within  the  two  communities  have 
established  a useful  dialogue. 

“He’s  got  leadership  ability 
and  could  be  a pied  piper  of  reo- 
oodhation  and  atonement,”  said 
Abraham  Foxman,  national  di- 
rector of  toe  Anti-Defamation 
League.  “Instead,  he  continues 
to  be  the  pied  piper  of  bigotry, 
racism,  and  antisemitism.” 

Farrakban,  interviewed  on 
CNN’s  Larry  King  Live,  said  be 
believes  that  eventually  the  Na- 
tion of  Islam  and  Jewish  groups 
“will  form  an  accord.” 

“Fm  willing  to  give  it  a try,”  be 
said.

SUPREME  Court  Justice  Mishael  Cheshin 
yesterday  extended  the  remand  of  Suleiman 
Abeid.  accused  of  murdering  Hanii  Kikos,  by 
three  months  or  until  the  end  of  his  new 
retrial  Beersheba  District  Court.

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THE  Health  Ministry  endorses 
the  idea  of  a supreme  food  au- 
thority that  would  unify  the  pow- 
ers of  three  ministries  in  supervi- 
sion of  food  production  and 
imports.

Agriculture  and  Industry  and 
Trade  share  responsibility  for  su- 
pervising food  production  and 
imports,  and  some  argue  that  this 
< sharing  has  made  ah  of  them  inef- 
fective. 

Problems  in  food  supervision 
were  pointed  when  a Ma’ariv  in- 
vestigative reporter  recently  dis- 
covered that  Tnuva  had.  for  18 


months,  illegally  added  a silicone 
compound  to  its  low-fat,  long-life 
milk.  The  ministry's  Food  Ser- 
vice Division  was  unaware  of 
this,  even  though  its  inspectors 
supposedly  regularly  visited  the 
Rehovot  dairy  where  this  oc- 
curred. 

Soon  after,  the  ministry  was 
informed  by  the  Consumer  Pro- 
tection Authority  that  boding  wa- 
ter in  an  electric  kettle  with  a 
nickel-coated  heating  element 
that  had  previously  been  filtered 
in  certain  kinds  of  jugs  can  cause 
a risky  accumulation  of  nickel 
ions  in  the  water.  The  ministry 
hurriedly  warned  the  public  to 
‘‘be  careful,-'!  but  did  not  state 
which  filters  are  involved  or  pro- 
vide other  details. 

In  another  recent  incident. 
Health  Ministry  inspectors  dis- 
covered that  tens  of  thousands  of 
eggs  stored  in  a Tnuva  warehouse 
bad  been  kept  at  illegally  high 
temperatures  and  not  stamped 
with  the  last  day  of  sale  and  the 
producer's  name. 


Public  Works  Dept, 
to  pay  for  damage 
caused  by  bypass  road

THE  Public  Works  Department 
will  have  to  foot  the  bill  for  re- 
pairing the  severe  environmental 
damage  caused  by  the  building  of 
the  Bethlehem  bypass  road,  esti- 
mated at  NIS  4.5  million. 

This  decision  was  one  of  sever- 
al made  yesterday  at  a meeting 
between  Environment  Minister 
Yossi  Sarid  and  representatives 
of  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  Nature  in  Israel  (SPNI),  the 
Nature  Reserves  ‘Authority  and 
the  National  Parks  Authority. 

Today  Sarid  is  scheduled  to 
meet  with  Prime  Minister  Yitz- 
hak Rabin  to  discuss  the  environ- 
mental impact  of  the  20  bypass 
roads.  The  SPNI  has  petitioned 
the  High  Court  for  an  injunction 
halting  the  works  on  the  Bethle- 
hem bypass  road  until  the  envi- 
ronmental consequences  bave 
been  studied. 


The  bypass  roads  are  being 
bu&t  without  an  environmental 
impact  report  and  other  standard 
planning  practices  because  of  the 
time  limit  before  the  IDF  pullout. 
But  Sarid  said  the  speed  with 
which  the  roads  are  being  con- 
structed could  not  be  used  as  an 
excuse  for  environmental  dam- 
age. 

Participants  at  yesterday’s 
meeting  tailed  for  an  immediate 
end  to  the  PWD  policy  of  dump- 
ing quarried  material  in  the  wadi 
alongside  the  new  road.  SPNI 
representatives  said  the  damage 
is  “irreversible.” 

It  was  decided  that  the  PWD 
will  be  obliged  to  work  according 
to  tiie  demands  of  two  landscape 
architects  and  under  dose  super- 
vision, and  that  the  needs  of  each 
road  would  be  taken  into  account 
separately.

WASHINGTON  ( AP)  - Hundreds 
of  thousands  of  black  men  returned 
home  yesterday  from  a spirited  ral- 
ly for  unity  and  brotherhood, 
pledging  to  dean  up  their  lives  and 
rebuild  a conn  try  portrayed  as  poi- 
soned by  racism, 

“This  has  been  an  invigorating 
experience  for  me,”  said  E-  Craig 
Jackson,  a local  resident  and  stu- 
dent at  the  University  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Cohan  tua-  “It  gives  me 
goose  bumps  to  think  about  it/1 
. Many  of  the  estimated  400,000 
people  drawn  by  Moslem  leader 
Louis  Farrakbao's  Million  Man 
March  were  optimistic  that  one  of 
tbe  outcomes  of  the  peaceftri  day  of 
praying,  singing  and  speech-mak- 
ing would  be  more  understanding 
between  blacks  and  whites. 

“I  hope  it  acts  as  a catalyst  for 
better  relationships  with  every- 
body/* said  Robert  Martin,  who 
grabbed  a subway  ride  to  Virginia 
daring  Farrakban's  speech  on  tbe 
first  leg  of  his  trip  back  to  Ohio.

DIPLOMATS  who  secured  a lull  in  fighting 
in  Bosnia  are  now  trying  to  prevent  an  offen- 
sive against  Serbs  in  neighboring  Croatia. 

Tbe  Croats  moved  a unit  with  22  tanks  out 
of  Bosnia  over  the  weekend  and  sent  it  toward 
the  last  slice  of  Serb-held  land  in  Croatia,  on 
the  border  with  Serbia. 

UN  and  US  envoys  who  hastened  to  tbe 
region  apparently  persuaded  rebel  Serbs  to 
propose  talks  with  Croatian  leaders.  The  Cro- 
atian government  - which  has  repeatedly 
threatened  to  use  force  to  recapture  its  terri- 
tory - had  no  immediate  response  to  the 
proposal  for  talks  on  Friday. 

A senior  Western  diplomat,  insisting  on 
anonymity,  said  the  Croats  had  given  negotia- 
tors six  weeks  to  solve  the  conflict  over  the 
land  known  as  eastern  Slavonia,  or  they 
would  use  force. 

“There  is  an  absolute  red  light  to  military 
action  in  eastern  Slavonia/'  said  US  Ambas- 
sador to  Croatia  Peter  Galbraith. 

The  Yugoslav  army  - the  region's  largest  - - 
would  almost  certainly  intervene  if  Croatia 
moved  to  take  the  land,  spreading  the  Balkan 
war. 

A 6-day-old  US-brokered  truce  appeared 
to  have  calmed  most  fighting  in  Bosnia,  ex- 
cept for  sporadic  exchanges  in  the  sharply 
contested  northwest,  said  UN  spokesman  Lt.

Restora- 
tion of  utilities  was.  a condition  of  the  cease- 
fire, but  foegoveroriient  went  ahead  with  the 
truce  last  week  after  oil  and  natural  gas  were 
restored  to  the  besieged  capital. 

International  aid  agencies,  meanwhile, 
rushed  food  and  supplies  to  Banja  Luka,  the 
Serb  stronghold  in  northwestern  Bosnia, 


where  some  50,000  Serb  refugees  fled  follow- 
ing recent  military  losses.

Barings  management  blamed  for  bank’s  collapse  Author  Henry  Roto  dead  at  89 


SINGAPORE  (Reuter)  - Nick 
Leeson's  huge  unauthorized  trad- 
ing losses  need  not  have  brought 
down  the  Barings  Group  if  toe 
bank’s  management  had  acted 
earlier,  Singapore  inspectors  in- 
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vestigatiog  the  collapse  of  the 
British  merchant  bank  said  in  a 
report  released  yesterday. 

“In  retrospect,  it  seems  proba- 
ble that  until  February  1995,  the 
Barings  Group  could  have  avert- 
ed collapse  by  timely  action,’’  tbe 
report  said. 

Barings  collapsed  in  February 
'after  Singapore-based  trader 
Leeson  ran  up  losses  which 
amounted  to  NIS  4 billion. 

The  report  singled  out  former 
Barings  senior  executives  for  not 
preventing  the  bank's  failure,  but 
did  not  leave  institutions  like  the 
Bank  of  England  and  toe  Singa- 
pore International  Monetary  Ex- 
change (SZMEX)  unscathed. 

In  London,  toe  Bank  of  En- 
gland said  there  was  nothing  in 


tbe  report  that  invalidated  the 
conclusions  of  the  Board  of 
Banking  Supervision  in  July 
which  found  that  Barings  failed 
due  to  unauthorized  trading  by 
one  individual. 

In  Amsterdam,  the  Dutch 
owner  of  Barings  Bank,  Interna- 
tionale Nederlanden  Groep,  said 
it  welcomed  the  report  and  sup- 
ported tbe  recommendations  of 
tbe  Singapore  inspectors  to  wind 
up  Baiings  Futures  Singapore. 

A Singapore  Finance  Ministry 
statement  released  with  the  re- 
port said  the  inspectors  found  die 
fall  of  Baring  Futures  Singapore 
(BPS)  was  caused  by  “institution- 
al incompetence",  a lack  of  un- 
derstanding of  futures  business 
among  senior  executives,  and  “a 


total  failure  of  internal  controls'*. 

It  also  cited  “toe  efforts  of  cer- 
tain senior  executives  to  hinder 
investigations  into  the  discro- 
pency  identified  by  external 
auditors". 

The  inspectors  referred  to  cer- 
tain claims  by  Barings  executives 
as  giving  “rise  to  a strong  infer- 
ence that  key  individuals  of  the 
Baring  Group’s  management 
were  grossly  negligent,  or  wilfully 
blind  and  reckless  to  the  truth”. 

The  report,  commissioned  by 
toe  Singapore  government  and 
undertaken  by  accountants  Price 
Waterhouse,  said  Barings  chief 
executive  officer  Peter  Norris 
tried  to  conceal  unauthorized 
dealing  by  Leeson  and  had 
played  down  its  significance. 


ALBUQUERQUE  ( AP)  - Au- 
thor Henry  Roth,  who  wrote  the 
acclaimed  1934  novel  Call  It 
Sleep  and  spent  toe  next  six 
cades  working  on - a follow-up, 
has  died.

Call  It  Sleep 
didn't  sell  well  enough  to  pay 
Roth’s  bills.  He  continued 
working  as  a laborer,  laying 


v pipes,  and  repairing  streets.  He 
later  worked  as  a substitute 
teacher,  precision  tool  grinder 
and  hospital  attendant, 

. It  wasn’t  until  the  book  was 
published  in  paperback  in  1964 
that  he  achieved  fame;  the  pa- 
perback version  sold  more  than

The  most  that  might  be  expected  is 
an  open  split  in  the  Moslem  Brother- 
hood m the' territories  and  Jordan. 

The  latest  developments  in  PLO-Ha- 
mas  relations  may  result  in  some  new 
agreements  between  the  two  groups, 
hot  wiE  not  have  sufficient  force  to 
bring  about  an  end  to  terror. 

'•  Such  agreements  are  not  unprece- 
dented. During  the  intifada  there  were 
several  accords  aimed  at  preventing  a 
Palestinian:  civil  war.  These  were  con- 
cluded despite  the  fact  that  the  PLO 


Despite  talks,  no  end  to  Hamas  terror  in  sight 


and  Hamas  agreed  on  virtually  nothing 
political.  They  did,  however,  prevent 
internecine  Palestinian  blood-letting. 

'With  the  creation  of  the  Palestinian 
Authority,  the  PLO  inherited  an  obli- 
gation to  try  to  prevent  terrorism 
against  Israel  from  areas  under  its  con- 
trol. This  changed  the  underlying  logic 
behind  previous  intifada  agreements  — 
to  avoid  internal  fighting  in  the  face  of  a 
common  enemy.  The  new  circum- 
stances demanded  that  Hamas  limit  ji- 
had. 

What  kind  of  agreement  with  the 
PLO  does  Hamas  have  in  mind?  Some- 
thing purely  internal  and  Palestinian 
that  has  nothing  to  do  with  a cessation 
of  anti-Israel  activity?  Or  a positive 
change  in  the  Hamas’s  dogmatic  com- 
mitment to  jihad? 

Initial  information  coming  from 
Khartoum,  along  with  indications  from

within  the  Moslem  Brotherhood,  sug- 
gest that  the  option  less  favorable  to 
Israel  has  been  chosen. 

On  one  hand,  Hamas  in  Gaza  will  try 
to  organize  itself  into  some  political 
framework  - not  necessarily  a party. 
On  the  other,  terrorist  activity  will  not 
cease,  whether  Arafat  and  Hamas 
agree  or  disagree  on  how  to  coexist. 

The  treaties  that  the  PLO  and  Jordan 
have  concluded  with  Israel  have  put 
Hamas  activists  on  both  sides  of  the 
Jordan  River  in  a difficult  position. 

Jordan,  as  well  as  the  PLO,  has  a 
formal  obligation  to  stop  all  military 
activity  against  Israel  from  territory  it 
controls.  This  includes  stopping  Hamas 
activists  from  supporting  their  col- 
leagues’ military  operations  in  the  West 
Bank. 


Like  the  Palestinian  Authority,  Jor- 
dan also  invited  the  Moslem  Brother- 
hood to  join  the  government  where  it 
could  serve  as  an  outlet  for  subversive 
or  opposition  sentiments. 

On  both  banks  of  the  Jordan,  the 
peace  process  has  brought  a sharp  inter- 
nal dispute  on  whether  to  seek  accom- 
modation with  the  new  reality  or  resist 
it. 

In  Jordan,  the  old  guard  of  the  Mos- 
lem Brotherhood  wanted  to  accept  the 
government’s  offer,  and  return  to  their 
traditional  educational,  charitable  and 
congregational  activities.  The  militant 
younger  generation  resisted. 

In  Gaza  the  dispute  is  similar  - the 
Moslem  Brotherhood’s  older  genera- 
tion has  already  joined  the  PA  adminis- 
tration, with  the  blessing  of  Sheikh  Yas- 


sin. But  the  youngsters  of  the  Izzeddin 
al-Kassam  military  wing  are  adamant 
about  fighting  the  accords  with  terror- 
ism.

“Iraq  says  ‘yes'  to  terror  and 
hunger,”  said  al-Watan’s  front- 
page headline.  “ ‘Yes'  in  the  bal- 
lot boxes  and  ‘no’  in  the  hearts  of 
Iraqis,”  wrote  aI~Qabas,  another 
Kuwaiti  newspaper. 

Saddam,  in  power  since  1979, 
was  the  sole  candidate  in  the  ref- 
erendum and  his  victory  was  a 
foregone  conclusion. 

.The  vote  confirmed  him  for  an- 
other seven  years  in  office. 

“Iraqis  tod  yes  to  the  leader 
Saddam  Hussein  because  they 
love  him  and  he  loves  them,”  Ez- 
zat  Ibrahim,  a senior  official  in 
charge  of  the  vote,  was  quoted  as 
saying  by  Iraq's  news  agency.

Drainage  devastates 
Iraq’s  Marsh  Arabs

THE  man  trudges  along  a 
dusty  track  through  an 
abandoned  village  in 
southern  Iraq.  Stopping,  he 
points  to  his  former  home,  a 
mound  covered  in  rabble,  lying 
Hke  a-  beached  whale  on  the 
plain. 

Until  two  years  ago,  it  was  a 
tiny,  man-made  island  in  the  mid- 
dle of  15,600  square  kilometers  of 
marshland  that  was  home  to  a peo- 
ple known  as  the  Marsh  Arabs. 

“I  used  to  swim  all  around  here 
,as  a boy,”. said  MahayaJ  Atcia 
Msaver,  59,  moving  toward  an- 
other mound,  -his  rubber  sandals 
crushing',  brittle,  salt-encrusted 
vegetation  underfoot. - 

“Now  aH  the  water  is  gone  and 
the  land  is<try,”  he  said. 

Four-and-a/half  years  after  the 
Shiite  uprising  in  southern  Iraq, 
Saddam  Hussein’s  systematic 
drainage  of  the  marshes  is  com- 
plete, Iraqi  officials  say.  _ 
Saddam’s  government  says  if 
drained  the  marshes  to  improve 
the  lot  of  the  Marsh  Arabs  by 
bringing  in  harming,  roads,  elec- 
tricity and  other  trappings  of  civi- 
lization. Critics  contend  that  Sad- 
dam's only  motive  was  to  remove 
an  isolated  refuge  for  opponents. 
Many  Marsh  Arabs  have  left. 
BeHeved  by  Moslems  to  be  the 
site  of  the  Garden  of  Eden,  lire 
former  expanse  of  reeds  and  peli- 
cans, wild  boar  and  water  buffa- 
loes now  is  desolate.  Areas  where 
water  once  stretched  asfer  as  the 
eye  could  see  are  now  little  more 
than  salt  pans  dotted  with  brown, 
stagnant  pools. 

Between  the  Tigris  and  Eu- 
phrates rivers,  tire  man-made 
River  now  carries  the 
flood  waters  that  once  fed  the 
raairiws  down  to  flic  Persian 
-Gulf.  _ 

» “it  is  as  if  Gengjiis  Khan  has 
returned,”  whispered  one  En- 
glish-speaking  Marsh  Arab,  re- 
ferring to  the  devastation 
wrought  by  the  Mongol  hordes 
that  conquered  the  region  in  the 
12tfa  century. 

The  xnan  wh&pered  ms  remark 
while  out  of  earshot  of  the  gov- 
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eminent  escorts  who  took  West- 
ern journalists  to  the  marshes  at 
al-Huwair  and  the  nearby  town  of 
Quraah,  where  the  Tigris  and 
Euphrates  converge  about  370 
km  southeast  of  Baghdad. 

Many  Iraqis  refuse  to  speak  to 
Westerners,  fearing  government 
retribution. 

The  ancient  Marsh  Arabs’  cul- 
ture, which  some  experts  date 
back  nearly  6,000  years,  has 
evaporated  with  the  loss  of  the 
watery  environment  that  molded 
it. 

Traditional  reed  houses  are  now 
scarce  due  to  the  lack  of  reeds. 
Those  that  remain  no  longer  rise 
out  of  the  waters  Hke  aunt-cathe- 
drals but  sit  in  landlocked  villages 
surrounded  by  mud  homes. 

Brides  are  no  longer  paddled 
to  their  grooms’  homes  in  canoes 
on  their  wedding  night. 

Iraqi  officials  say  they  do  not 
have  population  figures  for  the 
area  from  either  before  or  after 
the  draining.  Western  estimates 
range  from  150,000  to  650,000 
just  after  the  Gulf  war  ended, 
dropping  to  between  50,000  and 
100,000  by  mid-1994. 

It  may  never  be  known  how 
many  Marsh  Arabs  died  in  the 
abortive  Shi’ite  uprising  against 
faAtam  or  in  fighting  in  the 
marshes  themselves,  or  how 
many  were  driven  out  by  the 
draining.  It  is  dear  many  people 
are  gone. 

Some  can  be  seen  working  as 
laborers  in  the  port  of  Basra. 
Others  have  been  reported  in 
Mosul  and  Kirkuk,  more  than 
560  km  to  the  northwest,  and  in 
Amman,  Jordan.  Many  are  said 
to  have  taken  refuge  in  Iran. 

“Hie  culture  will  never  be  the 
same,”  said  Sfr  Wilfred  Thesiger, 
a British  traveler  and  author  who 
spent  seven  years  in  the  marshes 
in  the  1950s. 

He  said  the  Marsh  Arabs  lea 
good  lives.  “They  fared  off  fish, 
they  had  water-buffalo  milk,  he 
said  in  his  London  home.  * It  was 
utterly  unique,  but  it  can't  possi- 
bly survive  now,  not  without  the 
marshes,”  he  said.  (AP)

Palestinians  pleased  with  timetable 


THE  Palestinian  Authority 
official  in  charge  of  han- 
dling IDF  redeployment  in 
tiie  territories  says  the  timetable 
agreed  upon  with  Israel  is  accept- 
able to  the  Palestinians,  including 
the  agreed  election  date  of  Janu- 
ary 20. 

Maj.-Gen.  Abdel  Razak  al  Ya- 
hiya, who  cochairs  the  steering 
committee  supervising  redeploy- 
ment with  Maj.-Gen.  Uzi  Dayan, 
says  implementation  of  the  with- 
drawal and  deployment  of  the 
Palestinian  police  can  start  imme- 
diately. Yahiya  is  also  cochair- 
man of  tiie  committee  imple- 
menting the  redeployment  on  the 
Palestinian  ride. 

According  to  the  timetable 
agreed  upon  by  Foreign  Minister 
Shimon  Peres  and  FLO  leader 
Yasser  Arafat  on  Sunday,  rede- 
ployment will  start  in  Jenin  on 
October  25  with  the  establish- 
ment of  a joint  District  Coordina- 
tion Office  (DCO). 

The  first  phase  of  redeploy- 
ment from  main  districts  in  the 
territories,  except  for  the  Hebron 
area,  will  be  finished  by  Decem- 
ber 31  with  RamaJIah  and  the 
villages  around  Hebron.  Rede- 
ployment from  Hebron  is  sched- 
uled for  March  when  the  bypass 
roads  for  Jewish  settlers  win  be 
completed. 

Yahiya  says  the  main  dispute 
over  the  timetable  centered  on 
Bethlehem.  Israel  wanted  to  end 
redeployment  from  Bethlehem 
on  Christmas  Eve,  but  Palestin- 
ians insisted  it  should  be  complet- 
ed several  days  earlier  to  give 
their  police  time  to  organize  secu- 
rity and  pubHc  order  for  the  arriv- 
al of  thousands  of  Christmas  pil- 
grims and  tourists.  December  21 
was  finally  agreed  as  the  date. 
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The  PA  and  Israel  will  next 
week  start  preparing  procedures 
for  pilgrims  traveling  between  Je- 
rusalem and  Bethlehem,  be  says. 

Yahiya  adds  that  the  final  sta- 
tus of  the  territories  will  depend 
on  the  success  or  failure  of  the 
interim  agreement.  He  says  Oslo 
2 is  fax  more  difficult  than  tiie 
Gaza-Jericbo  First  accord  be- 
cause of  the  proximity  of  Pales- 
tinians and  Jewish  settlers,  mak- 
ing good  coordination  and 
cooperation  between  Palestinian 
and  Israeli  security  forces  vital. 
However,  he  adds,  both  sides 
have  learned  lessons  from  Oslo  1 
and  have  a better  understanding 
of  cue  another’s  positions. 

He  says  the  problems  with 
Gaza-Jericho  were  mostly  due  to 
a lack  of  knowledge  of  the  agree- 
ment among  officers  on  both 
sides  who  were  responsible  for 
implementing  it.  With  more  con- 
fidence and  respect  on  both  rides, 
the  PA  and  Israel  have  worked 
out  an  improved  system  of 
cooperation. 

There  is  a Joint  Security  Com- 
mittee (JSC)  supervising  the  two 
new  Regional  Security  Commit- 
tees (RSCs),  one  each  for  Gaza 
and  the  West  Bank,  which  will 
supervise  the  local  DCOs.  The 
West  Bank  is  divided  into  eight 
districts,  and  Gaza  into  two,  each 
with  its  own  DCO. 

The  DCOs  will  coordinate  se- 
curity between  the  two  sides,  in- 
ducting joint  patrols  and  mobile 
units. 

The  DCOs  are  also  responsible 
for  smooth  chzmgeovers  from  the 


IDF  to  the  Palestinian  police  in 
each  district,  meaning  DCOs  will 
start  work  several  days  before  PA 
police  deploy  in  each  district,  Ya- 
hiya notes.  IDF  officers  on  DCOs 
will  brief  Palestinian  police  be- 
fore they  take  over. 

“The  PA  is  well  prepared  for 
the  takeover  in  Jenin,"  he  adds. 
“Our  officers  have  been  briefed 
on  the  maps  and  their  duties  in 
the  different  areas,  depending  on 
the  status  of  the  area  as  A or  B.” 

Area  A comprises  all  cities  in 
the  territories,  except  for  Hebron 
which  has  a mixed  status.  In  area 
A,  the  PA  will  be  in  charge  of 
civilian  affairs,  security  and  pub- 
lic order. 

In  area  B - most  villages  and 
roads  - Israel  will  remain  in 
charge  of  overall  security  for  the 
time  being.  The  PA  will  take  over 
civilian  affairs  and  public  order. 
Yahiya  points  out  that  there  will 
be  joint  patrols  on  main  roads 
used  by  Israelis  and  Palestinians 
in  area  A until  aQ  the  bypass 
roads  have  been  completed. 

In  a few  months  both  rides  will 
discuss  starting  joint  patrols  in 
area  B,  he  says. 

According  to  the  timetable, 
ejections  will  take  place  on  Janu- 
ary 20,  almost  two  months  before 
the  IDF  redeployment  from 
Hebron. 

Hebronites  have  threatened  to 
boycott  elections  unless  there  is 
full  redeployment,  but  Yahiya 
foresees  no  problem. 

“We  will  work  out  special  ar- 
rangements with  the  Israelis  for 
elections  in  Hebron,”  he  says. 


Israel  may  suggest  leaving 
most  of  the  city  during  the  elec- 
tions. or  the  two  rides  could  work 
out  an  arrangement  for  ballot  sta- 
tions only  in  areas  of  the  city 
without  an  IDF  presence. 

“Hebronites  have  no  reason  to 
boycott  elections  since  they  know 
Israel  has  agreed  to  redeploy 
from  most  of  Hebron  city  and 
hand  over  security,  public  order 
and  civilian  affairs  to  the  PA,” 
Yahiya  says. 

The  IDF  will  remain  only  in 
areas  of  the  Old  City  where  Jews 
live  and  around  the  Machpela 
Cave,  be  says.  He  adds  that  Israel 
has  promised  to  normalize  life  in 
the  Old  City  before  elections. 
Some  roads  in  the  Old  City  have 
already  been  opened  to  Palestin- 
ian pedestrians,  he  says. 

But  Hebron  Mayor  Mustafa 
Natsbe  is  skeptical. 

He  says  Hebronites  want  Arafat 
to  explain  how  elections  can  be 
held  while  the  IDF  is  still  present. 
Natsbe  says  he  hasn't  seen  the  IDF 
doing  much  on  the  ground  to  nor- 
malize life.  On  the  contrary,  he 
says,  the  military  governor  had 
signs  with  PA  slogans  removed 
from  three  PA  offices  which  re- 
cently moved  to  the  Old  City.

like  an  ordinary  bank  KFH 
takes  deposits  and  invests  them. 
Bat  instead  of  paying  interest  like 
a commercial  bank,  it  shares  its 
substantial  profits  with  deposi- 
tors like  Suleiman. 

“Islam  bans  renting  money,” 
explains  KFH  chairman  Bader  al- 
Mukhaizeem  at  the  company’s 
plush  skyscraper  headquarters. 

He  says  KFH  submits  its  poli- 
cies for  approval  to  Islamic  schol- 
ars to  try  to  “fulfill  the  needs  of 
many  people  in  Kuwait  to  invest 
their  money  in  accordance  with 
Islamic  teachings.” 

KFH,  Kuwait’s  first  and  for 
many  years  its  only  Islamic  bank, 
was  founded  in  1977.  It  quickly 
attracted  big  deposits  from  Ku- 
waitis who  until  then  had  kept 
their  money  either  in  cash  or  in 
non-interest  bearing  accounts  at 
commercial  banks. 

An  Egyptian  teller  at  a com- 
mercial bank  still  remembers  the 
days  before  KFH  existed,  when 
he  had  to  explain  to  customers

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The  Farrakhan  message 


FOR  the  numberless  Jewish  fighters  for 
civil  rights  in  America,  those  tireless  men 
and  women  who  dedicated  their  lives  - 
and  sometimes  sacrificed  them  - in  the  fight  for 
equality  and  justice,  Monday's  “Million  Man 
March  on  Washington*’  must  have  been  a bitter 
pill  to  swallow.  For  the  first  time  since  the  civil 
rights  struggle  began,  the  leadership  of  African- 
Americans  is  in  the  hands  of  an  unabashed 
. antisemite,  a bigot  in  the  style  of  the  Ku  Klux 
. Klan  and  the  fascists  of  the  1930s,  a man  who 
openly  and  ostentatiously  hates  Jews. 

Not  that  relations  between  American  Jews 
• and  blacks  have  been  rosy  in  the  past  few 
■ decades.  Ironically,  it  was  soon  after  the  civil 
rights  bills  were  passed  and  discrimination  and 
. segregation  outlawed  everywhere  in  the  US  - 
thanks  largely  to  mutual  Jewish-black  efforts  - 
that  relations  between  the  two  communities 
soured.  Washington  March  organizer  Louis 
Farrakhan  may  be  the  first  to  call  Jews  “blood 
suckers,”  and  “slave  traders.”  But  it  was  presi- 
dential candidate  and  generally  respectable 
leader  Reverend  Jesse  Jackson  who  has  referred 
to  New  York  as  Hymietown  and  openly  sup- 
* ported  Syrian  dictator  Hafez  Assad  and  Hamas. 
Many  explanations  have  been  offered  for  the 
change:  the  blacks  felt  that  they  had  to  fight 
their  own  battles,  without  white  help;  many  of 
the  whites  involved  in  what  the  blacks  per- 
ceived as  “exploitation”  - inner  city  landlords, 
shopkeepers  and  teachers  - were  Jews;  the 
pseudo-lslamic  movements,  gaining  popularity 
and  power  as  real  improvement  in  the  state  of 
blacks  failed  to  materialize,  were  disseminating 
antisemiric  propaganda  to  satisfy  their  Arab 
financiers;  the  Jewish  community,  which  at  first 
. supported  affirmative  action,  changed  its  mind 
when  it  realized  that  quotas  were  hurting  Jews 
’ in  universities  and  the  professions;  the  Jews* 
’*  success  in  transforming  themselves  from  an 
oppressed  minority  to  an  outstanding  part  of  the 
establishment  produced  black  envy. 

It  must  be  left  to  sociologists  and  psychol- 
ogists to  determine  which  of  these  and  other 
- explanations  apply,  and  what  factors  have 
hrplayed  a role  in  causing  the. estrangement  be- 
tween  the  two  communities.  But  the  results  are 
as  indisputable  as  they  are  sad.  The  Afiican- 
- American  community  today  is  arguably  the 
•-  most  antisemitic  in  the  US. 

The  very  fact  that  most  black  politicians, 
including  such  luminaries  as  Jackson  (who  has 
tried  a reconciliation  with  the  Jewish 


community)  and  Congressman  Charles  Ran- 
gel, have  found  it  injudicious  not  to  identify 
with  an  event  masterminded  by  a Farrakhan  is  a 
measure  of  his  popularity  and  the  impact  of  his 
message.  To  comprehend  the  enormity  of  this 
identification  one  need  only  imagine  what 
would  have  happened  had  an  avowed  white 
antisemite  called  for  a inarch  on  Washington 
and  garnered  the  same  kind  of  support. 

Most  American  Jewish  organizations,  with 
the  commendable  exception  of  the  Anti-Defa- 
mation League,  preferred  to  ignore  the  implica- 
tions of  the  Washington  event  Fearing  that 
condemnation  of  Farrakhan  would  be  interpret- 
ed as  racism,  they  have  apparently  decided  to  let 
the  establishment  do  the  talking  for  them.  In- 
deed, President  Bill  Clinton  and  General  Colin 
Powell  probably  expressed  what  most  Ameri- 
cans felt  when  they  unequivocally  rejected  Far- 
rakhan and  what  he  stands  for.  Clinton  aptly 
referred  to  the  black  leader’s  rhetoric  as  “one 
man’s  message  of  malice  and  division.” 

But  Jews  must  realize  that  far  more  danger- 
ous than  Farrakhan’s  fiery  rhetoric  is  the  cam- 
paign of  historic  revisionism  which  accompa- 
nies it.  His  charge  that  Jews  were  the  leading 
slave  traders  and  the  foremost  exploiters  of 
blacks  recalls  the  Big  Lies  of  Nazi  propaganda 
in  the  1930s.  But  such  poisonous  fiction  is 
being  given  legitimacy  by  tenured  professors 
who  spread  propaganda  in  the  guise  of  history, 
mindless  advocates  of  “multi-culturalism” 
who  support  them,  and  weak-kneed  university 
administrations  who  fear  crossing  them. 

Nor  are  these  charges  the  only  ones  of  their 
kind.  The  demonization  of  Jews  in  universities, 
churches  and  “Nation  of  Islam”  mosques  cov- 
ers the  whole  gamut  of  antisemitic  lore.  Holo- 
caust denial  and  virulent  anti-Zionism  are  but 
the  best  known,  but  by  no  means  the  only 
elements  of  the  contemporary  hate  package. 

What  should  worry  America’s  Jews  more 
than  Farrakhan’s  rhetoric,  then,  is  the  acquies- 
cence of  the  white  establishment  in  this  rewrit- 
ing of  history.  The  vast  majority  of  white  Amer- 
icans still  reject  the  more  offensive  epithets  of 
bigots.  But  their  children  go  to  colleges  in 
which  Farrakhan ’s  gospel  is  taught  under  Con- 
stitutional protection  and  with  the  tacit  approval 
of  the  authorities.  Unless  such  teaching  is  coun- 
tered with  a vigorous  campaign  of  enlighten- 
ment, these  children,  both  white  and  black,  will 
not  find  Farrakhan’s  message  of  hatred  quite  as 
freakish  and  repulsive  as  their  elders  do.

‘ZO  ARTZENU’ 

Sir,  - In  his  article  of  September 
14,  Education  Minister  Am  non  Ru- 
binstein denounces  Zo  Artzenu  for 
having  planted  children  at  the  head 
of  demonstrations. 

In  fact,  there  were  two  separate 
actions  the  day  before.  The  Women 
in  Green  went  with  their  children  to 
meet  with  President  Weizman.  Af- 
terwards those  women  who  chose  to 
join  the  Zo  Artzenu  demonstration 
several  blocks  away  left  their  chil- 
dren in  the  care  of  others. 

In  comparing  Zo  Artzenu  to  “our 
toes’*  (currently  our  “partners  in 
peace”),  Mr.  Rubinstein  disenfran- 
chises an  entire  segment  of  the  pub- 
lic and  exacerbates  tensions  among 
the  very  people  he  seeks  to  unity.  In 
so  doing,  he  seems  more  a propa- 
ganda minister  than  an  education 
minister. 

As  a participant  in  the  Zo  Artzenu 
demonstration,  I also  take  issue  with 
the  allegation  that  demonstrators 
were  “...  scuffling  with  and  verbally 
abusing  police  and  soldiers..."  Our 
organization  is  committed  to  non- 
violence, both  physical  and  verbal. 
Demonstrators  were  instructed  by 
the  organizers  beforehand  not  to 
bring  weapons,  to  tie  their  hands 
above  their  heads  and  when  ap- 
proached by  the  police,  to  peaceful- 
ly sit  down  and  not  resist  arrest.  The 
reality  I observed  stood  in  direct 
contrast  to  the  implication  of  the 
above  quote  that  it  was  the  demon- 
strators who  initiated  the  scuffling. 
Although  it  must  be  said  in  their 
favor  that  they  did  not  physically 
attack  those  who  had  their  hands 
tied  above  their  heads,  it  seems  the 
police  felt  at  liberty  to  brutally  at- 
tack (“disperse")  peaceful  demon- 
strators without  provocation.  .

survey  in  Judea,  Samaria 
and  Gaza,  60  percent  of 
Arabs  in  the  territories  support  the 
interim  agreement  with  Israel, 
while  65  percent  believe  Israel  has 
no  right  to  exist  In  other  words, 
support  for  the  agreement  doesn’t 
necessarily  imply  acceptance  of  Is- 
rael 

The  assumption  that  Arabs  who 
support  Oslo  2 accept  Israel’s  right 
to  exist  is  only  one  of  six  conven- 
tional lies  that  have  taken  root 
among  Israelis. 

A second  such  lie  is  that  we  have 
“pulled  out  of  Lebanon.”  We  are 
still  stuck  in  Lebanon  10  years  af- 
ter the  national  unity  govern- 
ment’s decision  to  withdraw,  be- 
cause the  other  side’s  government 
isn’t  prepared  to  maintain  a peace- 
ful border.  The  last  few  days  have 
supplied  bloody  evidence  of  this. 

One  hears  the  third  convention- 
al lie  repeated  again  and  again: 
that  the  only  solution  to  terrorism 
is  a political  one.  But  what  kind  of 
political  solution  can  be  reached 
with  the  people  who  New  up  New 
York’s  Wprid  Trade  Center,  or 
the  federal  building  in  Oklahoma? 

A fourth  conventional  lie 
brought  out  by  government 
spokesmen  after  every  tenorist  at- 
tack in  Israel  is  that  terrorists  are 
the  enemies  of  peace,  and  are  try- 
ing to  undermine  the  Israel-PLO 
agreement  This  assumption  gives 
the  government  an  excuse  not  to 
respond  to  Palestinian  terrorism, 
which  is  ongoing  despite  the  PLO’s 
commitment  to  end  it 
Whether  or  not  the  negotiations 
that  have  begun  between  the  PLO 
and  Hamas  end  in  a compromise 
formula,  they  are  evidence  that 
Hamas  is  willing  to  grant  the  PLO 
a temporary  hill  in  terrorist  activity 
until  the  Palestinian  Authority  is  in 
control  of  the  territories  promised 
it  by  Israel.  Is  more  proof  neces- 
sary that  Hamas  doesn't  only  not 
want  to  interfere  with  the  imple- 
mentation of  Oslo  2,  but  is  even 
willing  to  aid  it?

cover  the  fact  that  his  war  option 
crumbled  together  with  the  col- 
lapse of  his  strategic  pillar,  the  So- 
viet Union. 

Assad  has  never  revealed  the 
price  he  is  willing  to  pay  for  his 
“strategic  decision  in  favor  of 
peace,'  ’ nor  has  he  shown  any  will- 
ingness for  compromise.  Nonethe- , 
less,  Israel  responded  to  his  first 
demands  by  stating  it  was  ready  for 
a withdrawal  from  the  Golan. 

But  that  doesn't  satisfy  Assad. 
He  has  demanded  Israel's  explicit 
commitment  to  withdraw  to  the 
June  4,  1967  borders  - in  other 
words,  Israeli  recognition  of  Syr- 
ia’s conquest  of  land  after  invading 
Israel  in  1948,  and  Israeli  accep- 
tance of  Syrian  conquests  beyond 
the  international  border. 

ASSAD  deflated  the  “strategic  de- 
cision in  favor  of  peace”  balloon 
by  refusing  to  discuss  setting  up 
early  warning  stations  on  both 
sides  of  the  border.  And  he  re- 


neged on  his  agreement  to  begin 
talks  between  IDF  and  Syrian  offi- 
cers as  a continuation  of  meetings 
between  the  two  chiefs  of  staff. 

Yet  our  government  still  persists 
in  believing  that  Assad  has  made  a 
“strategic  decision  in  favor  of 
peace.”  It  still  assumes  that  his 
desire  to  regain  the  Golan  will  out- 
weigh his  lack  of  enthusiasm  for 
genuine  peace  with  Israel 

As  Assad  explained  to  the  edi- 
tor of  Egypt’s  Al-Ahram  list 
week,  he’s  in  no  rush.  He  has  no 
problem  with  the  status  quo, 
whereby  the  Golan  is  in  Israeli 
hands,  and  there  is  no  formal  state 
of  peace.  It  suits  him  to  give  pro- 
tection to  tire  headquarters  of  the 
Palestinian  tenor  organizations  in 
Damascus,  and  Hizbullah’s  threat- 
ening Israel  from  Syrian-con- 
trolled Lebanon  is  just  fine. 

Assad,  who  hasn’t  relinquished 
the  banner  of  Ba’athist  ideology, 
"has  lost  nothing  By  bis  extended 
negotiations  with  the  US  and  indi- 
rect talks  .with  Israel.  Egypt,  the 
PLO  and  Jordan  have  left  trim  the 
only  authentic  representative  of 
Pan-Arab  nationalism  vis-H-vis  Is- 
rael. Assad  finds  his  courtship  by 
the  US  and  Israel  very  convenient, 
and  he  believes  that  these  quasi- 
negotiations  only  weaken  Israel. 

After  foe  Six  Day  War,  some 
Arab  intellectuals  claimed  that  the 
only  way  to  erode  Israel  was 
through  peace,  which  might  isolate 
Israel  from  the  source  of  its 
strength,  world  Jewry.  Western 
journals  ran  articles  in  this  vein  by 
Boutros  Boutros  Ghali  and  Albert 
Hourani. 

Assad  has  improved  on  the  con- 
cept. He  wants  to  achieve  similar 
ends  not  via  genuine  peace,  but 
through  brandishing  a “strategic 
decision  in  favor  of  peace.” 

We  must  not  give  any  credence 
whatever  to  the  conventional  lie  of 
Assad’s  readiness  for  genuine 
peace.

Handy  excuse  for  murder 


MISGENAU  Chaknla,  a 
new  immigrant  from 
Ethiopia,  recently  mur- 
dered his  wife  AieklaL  Before  her 
blood  had  dried,  we  were  flooded 
with  “cultural”  explanations  for 
the  murder. 

The  media  and  the  authorities 
like  to  bandy  about  labels  like 
“murder  for  the  sake  of  family 
honor”  or  “murder  stemming 
from  cultural  differences.”  These 
serve  well  to  allocate  blame,  avoid 
responsibility,  and  raise  funds  for 
organizations. 

It’s  easy  enough  to  persuade 
most  people  that  “they”  are  guilty: 
Russians  from  a violent  society; 
Ethiopians  from  a primitive  soci- 
ety; Arabs  from  a fundamentalist 
society. 

That  just  leaves  us  with  roe 
question:  Why  do  ordinary  Israeli 
men  murder  their  wives?  The  sim- 
ple answer  - there  is  no  connection 
between  murder  and  cultural 
background,  except  for  the  one 
made  by  politicians  and  other  in- 
terested parties. 

Men  who  murder  women  have 
no  cultural  background.  They  are 
repellent,  uncultured  individuals 
who  have  exhausted  all  other  op- 
pressive impulses. 

In  a recent  radio  interview  pro- 
gram, Immigrant  Absorption  Min- 
ister Yair  Tzaban  cited  cultural  dif- 
ferences to  explain  the  recent 
murder.  From  the  immigrants* 
point  of  view,  he  said,  the  move  to 
Israel  constitutes  a total  break- 
down of  the  traditional  structure  of 
life,  dealing  a heavy  blow  to  men’s 
status  vis-h-vis  their  wives. 

Tzaban  gave  a striking  example 
of  this  problematic  change.  Just 
imagine,  he  said,  bow  the  man 
must  feel  when  his  wife  co-signs

the  contract  to  bay  their  new 
house,  to  a word:  “Culture  shock” 
is  to  blame  for  violence  and  wife 
murder  by  Ethiopian  immigrants. 

TZABAN  has  a neat  solution: 
Educate  the  immigrants.  Let  them 
acquire  our  standards.  In  other 
words  — give  him  the  money,  and 
he'll  solve  the  problem. 

How  nice.  Tsaban  can  go  on 
educating  immigrants  for  many 
years  to  come,  and  we  can  conve-

niently  forget  about  the  absorption 
centers  where  thousands  of  immi- 
grants are  fated  to  spend  many 
more  years  of  hardship  and  defi- 
ciency. 

We  can  forget  the  fact  that  con- 
ditions in  those  centers,  far  away 
from  jobs,  are  a much  more  likely 
explanation  for  violence  than  “cul- 
tural norms"  in  the  Ethiopian  im- 
migrants’ receding  past 
The  police,  who  also  know 
about  the  “cultural  problem,” 
Wheeled  out  an  Ethiopian  expert 
to  explain  the  predicament  of  die 
unfortunate  Ethiopian  male  in 
egalitarian  Israel  who  has  lost  his 
former  position  of  authority  over 
his  wife. 

But  in  Ethiopia,  women  had  an 
alternative:  Society  there  allowed 
them  to  leave  abusive  husbands 
and  return  to  their  parents’  house. 

The  police  and  Mr.  Tzaban 
know  that,  reveling  in  our  enlight-

THE  extreme  right  in  Israel 
has  seized  upon  a tactic 
pwnst  recently  made  famous 
by  the  extreme  left  in  the  US,  as  a 
way  of  challenging  the  decisions  of 
their  democratically  elected  gov- 
ernment. Civil  disobedience  has 
become  the  tool  of  choice  for  those 
in  Israel  who  seek  to  undermine 
the  peace  process. 

It  is  difficult  to  fault  any  group 
for  using  a method  sanctioned  and 
grated  by  Henry  David  Thoreau. 
Mahatma  Gandhi,  and  Martin  Lu- 
ther King.  Nonetheless,  more  than 
any  other  form  of  social  protest, 
this  is  a course  of  conduct  whose 
moral  quality  depends  on  consid- 
erations of  context  and  circum- 
stance. And  those  considerations 
are  independent  and  separate 
from  whether  one  agrees  with  the 
social  or  political  objectives  being 
pursued. 

Under  the  best  of  circum- 
stances, civil  disobedience  is  a 
morally  uncertain  and  dangerous 
strategy,  one  that  has  challenged 
political  theorists  for  centuries. 
The  only  point  upon  which  there  is 
genuine  consensus  is  that,  when 
confronted  with  an  unjust,  pe- 
remptory and  overbearing  govern- 
ment, with  no  possibility  of  change 
through  persuasion,  argument  or 
other  pacific  means,  civil  disobedi- 
ence is  morally  justified. 

Clearly,  the  requisite  conditions 
were  satisfied  in  the  case  of  Gan- 
dhi’s protest  against  the  British, 
and  no  less  so  in  the  case  of  Martin 
Luther  King  facing  repressive,  ex- 
clusionary state  governments  in 
foe  American  South. 

But  how  in  die  world  do  they 
apply  to  the  current  right-wing 
protests? 

In  this  country  there  are  free 
elections,  a Knesset,  a contentious 
press,  and  complete  freedom  for 
strenuous  debate.  As  our  political 
history  has  repeatedly  proved,  the 
conditions  and  opportunity  for  or- 
derly political  change  are  amply 
available  and  accessible. 

Indeed,  the  Oslo  2 agreement 
has  just  been  ratified  by  the  Knes- 
set by  the  slimmest  possible  mar- 


coed  attitude  toward  the  status  of 
women,  we  easily  forget  that  an 
abused  woman  in  Israel  is  caught 
in  a death  trap.  We  forget  that 
Ateklat  Chaknla  turned  to  the  po- 
lice force  times,  complaining  of 
her  husband’s  violence  against  her 
and  her  children. 

The  welfare  authorities  play  the 
cultural  card  too.  The  director  of 
the  Rehovot  municipality’s  depart- 
ment for  social  services  explained 
that  his  workers  had  tried  to  solve 
foe  problem  by  “traditional  Ethio- 
pian means.”  When  these  faded, 
fro  some  reason,  the  woman  re- 
fused to  go  to  a shelter  for  abused 
women.  So  the  murder  was  Atek- 
lat Chakula's  own  fault! 

The  welfare  authorities  know 
that  when  we  hear  about  bow  they 
understand  immigrants’  cultural 
needs,  when  we  remember  what  a 
humane  welfare  state  we  are,  we 
tend  to  forget  that  most  abused 
women  who  apply  to  shelters  get 
turned  away  because  of  the  short- 
age of  shelters.  We  forget  that  the 
police  does  nothing  to  protect 
these  women;  that  the  courts  con- 
tinue to  pass  tight  sentences  on 
violent  husbands.  We  forget  that 
Ha'aretz  ran  a paid  advertisement 
on  August  11  from  a men's  organi- 
zation which,  in  effect,  condoned 
violence  - and  worse  - against 
women. 

Never  mind.  We  can  comfort 
ourselves  with  the  happy  ending, 
with  die  programs  aimed  at  help- 
ing immigrants  acquire  our  stan- 
dards, and  with  foe  workshops  for 
violent  husbands  run  by  women’s 
organizations.

gin,  and  the  chance  that  the  vote 
will  be  reversed  on  similar  issues  in 
foe  future  cannot  be  foreclosed. 

CURRENT  right-wing  civil  dis- 
obedience cannot,  without  cyni- 
cism, be  passed  off  as  an  exercise 
in  nonviolence.  More  subtly  than 
some  others,  perhaps,  but  no  less 
deliberately,  these  practitioners  of 
civil  disobedience  rely  for  their  ef- 
fectiveness on  the  ultimate  deploy- 
ment of  force. 

When  masses  of  people  lie  down 
and  block  a traffic  intersection, 
they  expect  - indeed  hope  - that 
police  will  be  dispatched.  They 
count  on  the  inevitable  photo- 
graphs of  helpless,  innocent  dem- 
onstrators struggling  in  the  arms  of 
belmeted  police  wearing  fearsome 
opaque  visors,  armed  with  batons, 
using  water  hoses  or  other  photo- 
genic examples  of  civil  oppression. 

It  is  unacceptable  to  claim  a 
nonviolent  intention  when  the 
strategy  is  calculated  to  incite  and 
inspire  a violent  response.  It  is  the 
fact  of  that  response  and  the  result- 
ing public  shock  and  notoriety  that 
is  the  principal  objective  of  the  a cl 

There  is  a difference  between 
peaceful  assembly  and  mass  action 
designed  to  challenge  the  contin- 
ued functioning  of  govemmenL  In 
a democracy,  peaceful  protest 
must  be  guaranteed  every  possible 
protection.  But  unless  there  is  a 
decision  that  the  existing  social  or- 
der is  fundamentally  untenable 
and  not  worth  preserving,  it  is  irre- 
sponsible to  the  point  of  immoral- 
ity to  seek  to  tear  apart  the  basic 
fabric  of  society. 

Civil  disobedience  may  be  mor- 
ally justified  as  a surrogate  for  rev- 
olution; it  is  not  justified  as  a sur- 
rogate for  public  relations. 

To  be  sure,  there  are  truly  pas- 
sive forms  of  civil  disobedience  not 
designed  to  incite  the  use  of  force. 
Hunger  strikes  are  an  example. 
But  these  strategies  are  less  fre- 
quently used  because  their  nonvio- 
lent character  renders  them  less 
spectacular,  and  therefore  less 
effective. 

The  right-wing  demonstrators 
maintain  they  are  expressing  their 
disdain  for  the  Rabin  government 
In  fact  they  are  expressing  their 
disdain  for  democracy.

Sudden  mood  swing  may  be  cause  for  worry 


OUR'  16-year-old  son  has  been  acting 
strangely  lately.  He  stays  in  his  room  a 
lot,  - keeps  to  himself,  and  seems  very 
secretive.  Could  he  be  getting  into  drugs? 

HQorie  Boer,  MSW,  psychotherapist  and  ad- 
diction specialist,  replies: 

Mood  swings  and  changes  in  attitude  and 
behavior  are  often  seen  in  teenagers  and  may 
amply  be  signs  of  normal  adolescent  angst 
However,  if  they  are  extreme  or  are  affecting 
the  chfliPs  functioning,  they  coold  be  signs  of 
drug  abuse  or  some  other  serious  problem  and 
should  not  be  ignored. 

Signs  of  drag  abuse  may  include:  erratic 
mood  swings;  irritability;  falling  grades;  truan- 
cy; jack  of  interest  in  usual  activities;  changes 
in  eating  and  sleeping  habits;  weight  loss;  and 
changes  in  personal  hygiene.  To  explore  what 
is  going  on,  yon  might  do  the  following: 

1.  Talk  to  your  child.  Ask  him  directly  and 
specifically  about  your  concerns  rather  than 
confronting  him  about  possible  drag  abuse. 

You  could  say  something  like,  “We  noticed 
that  you  have  been  spending  more  time  by 
yourself”;  “you’re  nett  talking  to  us  like  you 
used  to”;  or  ‘’you  seem  to  be  less  interested  in 
school  and  we’re  concerned.”  It  is  important 
for  parents  to  let  their  child  know  that  they  see 
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what  is  going  on  in  his  life. 

2.  Find  out  if  other  people  in  your  child’s 
life  - such  as  teachers,  friends  and  neighbors  - 
share  your  concerns  and/or  have  information 
that  you  lack.  Don’t  keep  this  exploration  a 
secret  from  your  child 

3.  If  after  you  take  these  steps  you  continue 
to  have  concerns,  you  may  want  to  intervene. 
Try  to  get  support  as  early  as  possible.  When 
parents  feel  alone  they  often  feel  helpless. 
Possible  sources  of  support  are  people  who 
are  already  in  your  child’s  life,  as  well  as 
professionals  who  work  with  teenagers. 

If  the  problem  does  turn  out  to  be  drug- 
related,  if  s important  for  yon  to  know  this  is  a 
problem  that  can  be  addressed  with  profes- 
sional help,  and  the  earlier  one  intervenes  the 
more  effective  the  intervention  will  be.  Denial 
only  allows  fee  problem  to  continue  and  wors- 
en. Do  not  allow  your  child’s  anger  or  frustra- 
tion at  your  efforts  to  keep  yon  from  taking 
fee  steps  you  feel  are  necessary. 


I'm  embarrassed  to  write  this,  bat  in  my  four- 
y ear-old’s  nursery  school,  all  the  children  pick 
their  noses  and  eat  the  snot!  Now  my  son  has 
started  doing  it  too.  Why  do  kids  do  this?  Is 
there  a nutritional  reason  for  it?  Should  we 
ignore  it  or  tell  him  to  stop? 

It’s  hard  to  believe  that  a nursery  school 
exists  in  which  all  the  children  exhibit  fee 
behavior  you  describe.  If  this  really  is  true, 
then  the  school  and  fee  parents  need  profes- 
sional counseling. 

Generally,  there  is  no  reason  to  worry 
about  children's  preoccupation  with  their 
bodily  secretions.  It  is  natural  and  normal  to 
try  and  look,  smell,  touch  and  even  taste  all  of 
them  (although  there  is  no  nutritional  value  to 
any  of  them). 

It  is  also  natural  and  normal  foi  adults  to 
educate  children  towards  internalizing  basic 
rules  of  human  culture. 

Not  educating  for  manners  in  a way  that  is 
age-appropriate  is  no  better  than  providing 
too  harsh  an  education.  Both  are  unnatural 
and  harmful.  Find  a middle  road  and  don't  be 
afraid  to  teach  your  standards  to  your  son.

WHAT  will  the  future 
bring?  Is  the  world 
beaded  for  develop- 
ment or  destruction?  Poverty  or 
plenty?  Health  or  hopelessness? 

These  are  questions  being  de- 
bated around  fee  world  and  most 
of  us  have  formed  an  opinion. 
But  few  of  us  would  be  willing  to 
place  a cash-down  bet  feat  we're 
right. 

Three  Americans,  two  of  them 
environmental  specialists  and  one 
a professor  of  business  adminis- 
tration, are  willing  to  bade  their 
predictions  with  a sizable  amount 
of  money. 

The  environmentalists  are 
Stanford  University’s  Paul  Ehr- 
lich and  Stephen  Schneider,  and 
they  say  that  fee  current  worsen- 
ing of  the  world’s  environmental 
condition  will  result  in  world  pov- 
erty, that  the  current  world-  wide 
AIDS  epidemic  will  reach  cata- 
strophic proportions  and  that 
global  wanning  and  ozone  deple- 
tion will  bring  about  a failure  of 
agriculture  and  mass  starvation. 
These  opinions  have  been  widely 
stated  and  published.  - 

Julian  Simon  is  a much  read 
and  quoted  professor  from  the 
University  of  Maryland  in  Col- 
lege Park  A right-wing  econo- 
mist, Simon  regularly  refers  to 
environmentalists  as  “doom -say- 
eis”  and  “prophets  of  disaster.” 
According  to  Simon,  the  world 
situation  is  improving  and  will 
continue  to  improve. 

It  was  this  difference  of  opin- 
ion feat  led  Simon  to  challenge 
“any  wrong-headed  doomster” 
who  disagrees  to  take  up  the 
gauntlet  and  place  a bet  In  the 
pages  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  Simon  offered  to  bet 
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anyone  $3,000  on  any  “trend  per- 
taining to  material  human  wel- 
fare.” The  bets  are  to  be  placed 
now,  and  in  2005  a panel  ap- 
pointed by  the  president  of  the 
US  National  Academy  of  Science 
will  decide  who  wins. 

Ehrlich  and  Schneider  are  both 
willing  to  take  up  Simon's  chal- 
lenge. They  have  placed  bets  on 
each  of  15  environmental  trends 
they  believe  will  worsen  over  the 
next  10  years.  Their  list  indudes: 
rising  global  temperatures,  in- 
creased AIDS  infection,  ocean 
depletion,  decreased  wheat  and 
rice  production,  lower  human 
sperm  counts,  more  air  and  water 
pollution,  less  arable  crop  land 
and  disappearing  rain  forests. 

Simon  places  his  faith  and 
roots  his  optimism  in  the  ingenu- 
ity of  fee  human  race  and  points 
out  fee  positive  trends  he  sees; 
increased  life  expectancy,  greater 
access  to.  health  cate,  improve- 
ment in.  education  and  literacy. 
He  believes  that  the  undeniable 
deteriorations  to  which  the  envi- 
ronmentalists point  are  tempo- 
rary situations  soon  to  be  reme- 
died by  technological  advances. 

Better  cars  and  improved  in- 
dustrial processes  will  result  in 
decreased  air  and  water  pollu- 
tion, Simon  believes.  Bio-engi- 
neering will  produce  high-yield 
crops  and  modem  aquaculture 
win  mean  more  fish.  A treatment 
and,  perhaps,  a cure  for  AIDS  is 
on  the  horizon,  he  says,  as  well  as 
a vaccine  to  prevent  its  spread 
Longer  life  expectancy  will  be  s 
consequence  of  better  education 
and  health  care. 


This  is  not  the  first  encounter 
of  this  sort  between  Simon  and 
Ehrlich.  Fifteen  years  ago  Simon 
bet  Ehrlich  and  two  physicists  at 
the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley  feat  the  price  of  five 
important  metals  would  not  in- 
crease over  a 10-year  period  The 
physicists  and  fee  environmental- 
ist said  that  world  reserves  ol 
these  metals  were  being  depleted 
and  that  scarcity  would  raise  their 
price.  In  the  end,  the  prices  of  all 
five  metals  remained  stable  and 
Simon  collected  $3,000  from  his 
antagonists. 

It  is  not  only  these  three  ex- 
perts who  are  involved  in  the  wa- 
ger. From  the  time  the  news  oi 
the  bet  reached  fee  Internet  fee 
two  opposing  camps  started  to 
gather  support  - both  authorities 
and  interested  amateurs  have 
joined  in  the  game.  Side  bets  be- 
tween opposing  parties  prolifer- 
ated over  fee  Net  and  at  this 
point  no  one  knows  jnst  how 
much  money  is  riding  on  fee  out- 
come. The  fact  that  Simon  won  .’ 
fee  previous  bet  tilts  the  odds  in ; 
his  favor  where  many  are  con-; 
cemed  Others  say  that  Ehrlich 
and  Schneider  have  chosen 
trends  feat  will  be  hard  to  re- 
verse. They  point  out  that  the 
selection  of  a specific  trend 
doesn’t  prove  that  human  welfare 
will  be  harmed  and  feat  Simon's 
predictions  are  more  specific  in 
this- area. 

But  whether  or  not  Simon’s 
luck  will  hold  and  his  predictions . 
will  be  found  valid,  Fhrlirh  and 
Schneider  say  they  will  be  satis- 
fied. If  they  win  they  will  have 
proven  their  prediction  to  be  cor- 
rect, while  if  they  lose  all  human- 
kind will  benefit. 


Warnings,  bint  of  menace  in  Canadian  appeals  for  Quebec  not  to  separate 


PART  love  note,  part 
threat  It’s  a distinctively 
mixed  message  that  En- 
glish-speaking Canadians  are 
sending  to  their  French-speaking 
compatriots  in  Quebec. 

Wife  few  exceptions,  Canadi- 
ans outside  Quebec  ^want-  the. 
province/.- to:  stay-  in  ^Canada -.and 
hope  form  ftNo"  vote  mm  apfe'-' 
pendence  referendum  October 
30.  Schoolchildren,  mayors  and 
sports  heroes,  among  others, 
have  joined  campaigns  to  make 
the  Quebecois  feel  wanted. 

But  the  please-don’t-go  ap- 
peals often  have  a hard  edge. 
There  is  little  empathy  for  Que- 
bec nationalism  and  a strong  sen- 
timent that  the  mostly  .French- 
speaking  province  should  expect 
no  favors  if  it  does  break,  away. 

Michael  Bliss,  a history  profes- 
sor at  fee  University  of  Toronto, 
predicts  feat  a separatist  victory 
will  trigger  a massive  anti-Que- 
bec backlash,  “quite  uncontrolla- 
ble by  oar  political  and  business 
establishment.” 

“Our  low-key,  diffident  life- 
style masks  an  intense  love  for 
the  country,”  Bliss  wrote  in  The 
Toronto  Star.  “Put  the  country  in 
danger,  try  to  divide  it  and  you 
will  create  animosity  of  immense, 
awesome  and  frightening 
proportions.” 

A nationwide  poll  released 
Wednesday  indicated  that  71%  of 
non-Quebecois  opposed  forming 
a special  political  and  economic  ■ 


partnership  wife  an  independent 
Quebec.  Such  a partnership  is  a 
cornerstone  of  the  separatists’ 
campaign. 

The  Angus  Reid  poll  also  indi- 
cated that  three-quarters  of  non- 
Quebecois  opposed  letting  citi- 
zens pf  ap  independent  Quebec 
use  the  Canadian  dollar  or  Cana- 
dian.passports.  The  poll  of  1,103 
non-Quebecois  had  a margin  of 
error  of  3%. 

. In  fee  western  province  of  Al- 
berta, hardliners  are  conducting  a 
petition  drive  urging  the  govern- 
ment to  make  dear  that  fee  Que- 
becois - if  they  endorse  indepen- 
dence - would  lose  Canadian 
citizenship  and  passports.  The 
petition  also  demands  feat  Que- 
bec assume  its  share  of  fee  na- 
tional debt  before  Canada  enters 
any  partnership  negotiations. 

“We  want  Quebec  to  stay  in 
Canada,  but  there  will  be  no  free 
ride  in  future  negotiations,”  said 
Brian  Lee,  a fanner  Conservative 
member  of  the  Alberta 
legislature. 

SOME  PETITION  drives  are 
more  conciliatory.  In  Toronto, 
for  example,  two  students  are 
seeking  portions  from  all  high- 
school  student  councils  nation- 
wide supporting  a united  Canada. 

“We  live  in  fee  best  country  in 
fee  world  and  we  want  to  keep  it 
that  way,’’  said  Jesse  Moore,  17. 

In  British  Columbia,  86  mayors 
endorsed  a resolution  telling  the 
Quebecois  they  are  “very  much

wanted  and  needed  as  par!  of 
Canada.”  The  resolution  invited 
Quebec  to  join  western  provinces 
in  a renewed  push  for  reform  of 
fee  federal  system. 

But  even  in  British  Columbia's 
supposedly  tolerant  major  city, 
Vancouver,  hostility  can  surface. 
Numerous  fans  booed  Monday 
when  a pop  group  sang  pan  of  the 
national  anthem  in  French  at  the 
season-opening  National  Hockey 
League  game  of  fee  Vancouver 
Canucks. 

Prime  Minister  Jean  Chretien, 
a native  Quebecois  who  vigorous- 
ly opposes  the  separatists,  said  he 
was  glad  most  Canadians  had 
kept  their  temper  during  the  ref- 
erendum debate. 

“They  want  to  get  you  angry  so 
you  reject  the  Quebecois,”  Chre- 
tien told  a Vancouver  audience 
Tuesday.  “It  hasn’t  worked.... 
You  just  told  the  Quebecois  in 
your  way,  by  fee  way  you  have 
handled  the  situation  up  to  now, 
that  you  want  Quebec  to  remain 
in  Canada.” 

Quebec’s  separatist  premier, 
Jacques  Parizean,  has  said  in  the 
past  that  his  side  - now  trailing  in 
the  polls  - would  benefit  if  there 
was  a provocation  similar  to  an 
incident  in  1989  when  a Quebec 
flag  was  trampled  in  an  Ontario 
town. 

There  is  a fundamental  gap  in 
the  perceptions  of  English-speak- 
ing Canadians,  who  view  their 
country  as  a federation  of  10  co- 


equal provinces,  and  Quebec  na- ! 
tionalists,  who  view  themselves 
as  a distinct  society  that  deserves 
special  recognition. 

“Few  English  Canadians  have 
ever  come  to  terms  with  fee  no- 
tion that  French  Canadians  con- 
stitute a distinct  people,  let  alone 
a nation,”  York  University  pro- 
fessors Kenneth  McRobexts  said  -, 
in  a recent  lecture.  “In  part,  this- 
reflects  simple  antagonism  to  < 
Quebec,  with  fee  belief  that  Que- 
bec has  already  received  more 
than  its  fair  share  of  attention  and 
benefits.” 

Particularly  galling  to  many 
Canadians  are  fee  separatists’  ex- 
pectations of  retaining  special 
links  to  Canada  even  after  break- 
ing it  apart 

“They  were  used  to  having 
their  own  way,”  said  an  editorial 
in  fee  Post-Gazette,  a weekly  in 
Oromocto,  New  Brunswick.; 
"Now,  arrogantly,  they  want  out- 
And  they  warn  to  take  everything 
that  is  not  strapped  down  with 
them,  including  our  dollars,  our 
passport  and  everything  in 
between.” 

One  Alberta  woman,  Patricia 
Wyrm,  wrote  a letter  to  fee  Red 
Deer  Advocate  suggesting  Que- 
bec and  fee  rest  of  Canada  were 
like  Siamese  twins,  bickering 
sometimes  but  linked 
inextricably.

HAIM  SHAPIRO 


DIODOROS  I,  the  Greek  Or- 
thodox patriarch  of  Jerusalem, 
yesterday  bestowed  Golden 
Peace  Prize  awards  on  Prime 
Minister  Rabin  and  Foreign  Min- 
ister Shimon  Peres  at  a ceremony 
on  the  Mount  of  Olives,  despite 
pressure  from  Palestinians  to 
cancel  it. 

'The  Palestinians  insisted  that 
the  ceremony  shouldn't  take  place 
in  eastern  Jerusalem,  because  they 
would  like  to  avoid  a precedent," 
Metropolitan  Timothy,  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Greek  Orthodox  Patri- 
archate, said  last  night. 

He  said  that  the  church  felt 
that  Viri  Galilei,  the  patriarchal 
residence,  has  been  part  of  the 
patriarchate  for  100  years  and 
thus  has  attained  the  status  of  a 
holy  place.  For  the  church,  he 
said,  the  ceremony  had  religious 
meaning  and  no  political  impact. 

Last  week,  Diodoros  bestowed 
similar  medals  on  Jordan's  King 
Hussein  and  Crown  Prince  Has- 
san.  He  also  intends  to  bestow  a 
medal  on  Palestinian  Authority 


Chairman  Yasser  Arafat  in  Gaza 
on  a date  yet  to  be  set. 

Israeli  officials  said  the  Palestin- 
ians had  put  enormous  pressure  on 
the  patriarchate  either  to  cancel 
the  event  or  to  grant  Arafat's  med- 
al to  a Palestinian  representative  at 
the  same  ceremony.  In  the  face  of 
the  patriarchate's  refusal,  the  in- 
vited Palestinian  representatives 
chose  not  to  attend. 

Those  attending  included  the 
ambassadors  of  Egypt,  the  US, 
Japan,  Germany,  Austria,  Yugo- 
slavia, Belarus,  South  Africa, 
and  Panama,  and  the  heads  of 
almost  all  the  churches  of  Jerusa- 
lem, with  the  exception  of  Latin 
Patriarch  Michel  Sabbah  and  An- 
glican Bishop  Samir  Kafity,  both 
of  whom  have  been  identified 
with  the  Palestinians. 

In  his  address,  Diodoros  ex- 
pressed the  thought  that  the  de- 
sire for  peace  by  the  political 
leaders  "constitutes  yet  one  more 
intervention  of  Divine  Provi- 
dence on  behalf  of  God's  crea- 
tures and  of  the  land  that  the

Bridge  damage  estimated  at  NIS  750,000 

The  cost  of  repairing  damage  caused  by  a truck  carrying  a 
heavy  tractor  which  hit  a pedestrian  bridge  over  the  Ayalon 
Highway  could  be  as  much  as  NIS  750,0CK),  the  Public  Works 
Department  said  yesterday. 

The  incident  occurred  during  Succot  when  the  vehicle  hit 
the  bridge  at  the  Bar-Dan  intersection.  The  bridge  itself  is  S.2 
meters  high,  while  regulations  do  not  permit  any  vehicle 
exceeding  4,5  meters  from  passing  under  it  without  police  and 
PWD  control. 

According  to  PWD  engineers,  the  entire  bridge  was  shifted 
over,  making  it  unsafe.  However,  temporary  supports  have 
been  put  in  until  new  concrete  sections  can  be  delivered.  The 
PWD  said  it  intends  to  prosecute  the  driver  and  demand 
repayment  for  the  damage.  Itim

was  indicted  yesterday  in  Ramallah  Military  Court.

In  his  response,  Rabin  noted 
that  it  was  symbolic  that  the  cere- 
mony was  taking  place  on  a sad 


day,  one  on  which  Israel  was  bury- 
ing six  of  its  sons,  killed  in  Leba- 
non. However,  he  added,  it  was 
also  symbolic  that  the  rix  bad  died 
defending  peace  from  the  extrem- 
ists who  would  not  tolerate  any 
other  religion  in  the  region. 

Referring  to  Jerusalem,  Rabin 


said  that  Israel  believes  it  should 
continue  to  be  united  under  the 
rule  “of  the  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple who  live  here,”  but  that  other 
beliefs  should  be  tolerated  and 
respected  andall  should  be  al- 
lowed access  to  their  rebgious 
rites. 


Habimah  barely  escapes  closure 


THE  lack  of  NIS  1 million  nearly 
closed  the  crisis-plagued  Habi- 
mah National  Theater  yesterday. 

Only  the  last-minute  interven- 
tion of  Arts  Minister  Shulamit 
Aloni  prevented  the  court-or- 
dered closure  only  hours  before 
the  evening’s  scheduled 
performances.

The  closure  order  was  issued 
by  Tel  Aviv  District  Court  Judge 
Yishai  Levit  at  9:30  a.m,  follow- 
ing a petition  by  the  court  ap- 
pointed public  trustee  Shmuel 
Zur,  who  had  sought  the  order 
because  the  theater  was  com- 
pletely out  of  money. 

The  NIS  1 million  is  needed  for 
October  salaries  and  day-to-day 
operations,  and  in  the  absence  erf 
an  agreement  between  the  Trea- 
sury and  the  theater  on  the  terms 
of  a recovery  plan,  the  court  said 


it  had  “no  alternative  but  to  re- 
luctantly accede.” 

Zur  announced  that  the  Trea- 
sury is  willing  to  authorize  the 
transfer  of  the  money  needed  to 
allow  Habimah  to  continue  oper- 
ations until  the  end  of  the  mouth. 
Aloni  had  pleaded  with  the  Trea- 
sury for  the  two-week  grace  peri- 
od, he  said,  on  condition  that  in- 
tensive negotiations  commence 
to  arrive  at  a recovery  plan  ac- 
ceptable to  both  sides.  Zur 
warned  that  unless  both  sides 
come  up  with  apian,  there  will  be 
no  alternative  but  to  close  Habi- 
mah permanently. 

Habimah  general  manager 
Ya’acov  Agmon,  whom  the  court 
bad  also  named  as  its  designated 
manager,  intimated  that  Trea- 
sury and  Arts  Ministry  officials 


are  acting  in  accordance  with 
their  ministers’  stated  positions 
“because  the  Treasury  wants  a 
more  draconian  recovery  plan 
than  I can  live  with." 

The  closure  order,  he  added, 
“is  a test  case.  I did  not  expect  it, 
and  if  [the  courts]  can  spring  a 
closure  on  me  when  there  are 
problems,  then  I have  no  guaran- 
tee they  will  keep  any  promises 
they  make." 

Despite  the  “apocalyptic”  fi- 
nancial situation,  he  added,  “the 
theater  itself  is  flowering  anew. 
We  have  full  houses  and  our  sub- 
scribers are  coming  back.” 

Union  representative  Aryeh 
Katz  said  that  both  the  closure 
order  and  its  rescinding  were  “a 
ploy  to  return  to  the  work  condi- 
tions of  20  years  ago  and -nullify 


all  the  gains  we’ve  made  over  the 
year.” 

Agmon  denied  this  categorical- 
ly. 

The  theater  went  into  receiver- 
ship in  August  following  an  inter- 
nal audit  showing  it  still  had  an 
NIS  13  milKon  deficit  and  Lacked 
not  only  tile  means  to  repay,  but 
also  access  to  loans.  ^ • 

The  faxed  reprieve  came  at 
3:25  in  the  . afternoon  following 
anxious  hours  and  frantic  discus- 
sions at  the  theater.  Attorney 
Galila  Orenstein,  who  represents . 
Habimah  workers,  said  that  both 
court  orders-werc  improper  ex- 
ploitation of  the  court's  powers.

Bezeq  workers 
threaten  strike 


Tel  Aviv  police  uncover 
forged  art,  land  scams

BEZEQ  workers  said  yesterday 
they  would  hold  a 24-hoar  warn- 
ing strike  beginning  this  morning 
to  protest  a decision  by  the  Com- 
munications Ministry  to  open  a 
tender  today  for  the  selection  of 
two  private  companies  to  provide 
overseas  dialing  services  in  com- 
petition with  Bezeq. 

The  union  of  Bezeq  workers 
tried  to  persuade  the  ministry  to 
postpone  the  tender,  arguing  it 
would  result  in  the  dismissal  of 
many  employees.  Bezeq  director- 
general  Yitzhak  Kaul  urged  the 
workers  not  to  strike,  saying  such 
action  would  harm  its  customers 
and  not  serve  their  cause.  Kaul 
added  that  the  wages  of  strikers 
will  be  deducted  for  the  day  and 
management  may  go  to  court. 

A strike  will  dose  Bezeq  of- 
fices and  shut  down  244  (informa- 
tion). 166  (repair).  188  (opera- 
tor-assisted  overseas  dialing)  and 
199  (ordering  of  telephone  equip- 
ment and  services)  lines. 


Communications  Minister  Shu- 
lamit Aloni  yesterday  said  the 
threatened  strike  is  “a  serious 
mistake.”  The  Communications 
and  Finance  ministries,  she  add- 
ed, have  done  all  that  is  needed 
to  ensure  Bezeq’s  financial 
strength  and  to  preserve  the  em- 
ployees’ jobs. 

The  ministry  said  the  develop- 
ment “is  yet  another  stage  in  the 
revolution  being  led  by  Minister 
Shulamit  Aloni  over  the  past  two 
years”  to  liberalize  the  telecom- 
munications sector.  This  began 
with  the  issuing  of  a more  restric- 
tive new  general  license  for  Be- 
zeq, the  choice  of  Cellcom  to 
compete  with  Bezeq  in  the  supply 
of  cellular  phone  service  and  the 
more  speedy  procedures  in  grant- 
ing licenses  for  equipment.” 

As  a result  of  the  growing  com- 
petition, the  telecommunications 
sector  has  been  growing  at  an  un- 
precedented rate,  and  many  jobs 
have  been  created,  Aloni  said. 


TEL  AVIV  police  have  uncov- 
ered two  scams  involving  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  shekels 
over  tins  past  week. 

On  Friday,  an  Israeli  who  fled 
tc  Hungary  four  years  ago  was 
arrested  on  suspicion  of  selling 
land  belonging  to  foreign 
citizens. 

The  suspect,  Gedalia  Kahana, 
40,  is  believed  by  police  to  be 
currently  involved  in  arms  deal- 
ing in  Croatia.  Kahana  was  ar- 
rested after  two  complaints  were 
filed  by  people  who  bought  land 
from  Itim  in  1991,  only  days  be- 
fore he  fled  the  country.  The  first 
plot  of  land  in  Herzliya  is  owned 
by  Avraham  Fatal  who  lives  in 
London.  Police  allege  that  Ka- 
hana forged  deeds  and  docu- 
ments, ostensibly  giving  him  the 
right  to  sell  the  land  to  a third 
party,  whereas  in  fact  Fatal  was 
totally  unaware  that  bis  land  was 
for  sale. 

Under  questioning,  Kahana 
told  police  Fatal  contacted  him 
from  London  and  asked  him  to 
arrange  a $90,000  loan  for  him. 
Kahana  said  he  did  so,  and  then 
when  it  was  not  paid  back,  he 


sold  Fatal’s  land  for  $120,000.  Fa- 
tal denies  aUknowledgeof  such  a 


transaction: 

At  around  the  same  time,  Ka- 
hana allegedly  sold  another  plot 
of  land  in  central  Tel  Aviv  which 
belongs  to  the  Perlman  family  of 
South  Africa.  The  land  was  sold 
to  a building  contracting  compa- 
ny, which  later  filed  a complaint 
to  police  when  it  realized  that  the 
land  was  not  Kahaaa’s  to  sell.  „ 

The  second  scam  involves 
forged  paintings  by  the  Israeli 
artist  Yehezkel  Streichman,- 
wtuch  were  allegedly  offered  for 
sale  to  Yossi  Hachnu,  owner  of 
the  Phoenix  insurance  company. 
HacfamTwas  surprised  when  be 
was  offered  the  paintings, , the 
originals  of  which  axe  valued  at 
$50,000,  since  he  already  owned 
an  original  of  one  of  them.; 

Supt.  Aiye  Idelman  said  police 
immediately  summoned  One  of 
the  men  involved  in  the  sale  for 
questioning,  the  father  of  a fam- 
ous local  athlete.  Hie  was  later 
released  on  bail.  A second  man 
allegedly  connected;  with  the 
scam  fled  to  Russia  .but  police 
know  his  identity,  said  Idelman.'

that  of  Libya  which  was  deemed  1 
to  be  in  dire  straits.

But,  Hke  the  political  elite  in 
Israel,  they  allowed  their  instinc- 
tive feare  to  be  repressed  hypno- 
tical - considerations  and  re- 
mained, for  the  most  part,  in 
Morocco  or  went  to  France.
